INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 


Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Timothy  Sheehan  our  industrial  arts  de- 
partment has  had  a  busy  year.  The  shop  boys  have  done  repair  work 
about  the  building  and  have  completed  handsome  articles  of  furniture.  In  the  mechanical  department  several  classes  have 
been  working  on  machine  drawings.  The  printing  shop  has  turned  out  the  usual  placards  .posters,  and  tickets  for  school 
events.  The  new  auto  mechanics  department  has  been  working  on  a  '33  Pontiac,  donated  by  Mr.  Gordon  G.  Fullerton. 


.  .  .  MATHEMATICS 

Mr.  Leslie  Dunham,  head  of  the  department,  Mr. 
Eben  Colby,  and  Mr.  Ralph  Duplin,  the  assistant 
principal,  teach  the  many  types  of  math  included  in 
the  school  curriculum.  The  elements  of  algebra, 
plane  and  solid  geometry,  trigonometry,  practical 
math,  and  calculus  are  taught  competently  by  this 
staff.  Recently,  with  the  need  for  national  pre- 
paredness, another  subject  has  been  added  to  the 
list.  A  lecture  course  in  aviation  is  being  given 
in  the  advanced  math  class  in  order  to  acquaint 
them  with  the  rudiments  of  the  field  which  many 
of  them  may  follow.  Mr.  Duplin  also  has  charge  of 
discipline  and  attendance.

Biology,  chemistry,  physics — all  are  included  under  the  general  heading  of  science. 
Miss  Edna  Fielding,  who  teaches  biology  and  chemistry,  is  the  department  head.  Her 
pupils  learn  to  appreciate  the  magic  of  nature.  Miss  Sophi  e  Bloomfield's  chemistry  students  become  acquainted  with 
popular  theories;  they  learn  to  observe  correctly,  to  recognize  simple  compounds.  Physics,  the  science  of  measurement, 
reveals  new  worlds  to  the  keen  mind.  Mr.  Eben  Colby's  senior  class  studies  its  five  aspects.
